Baltimore Art Museum 


BALTIMORE, Md.,—The most im- 
portant event in the history of the 
Baltimore Museum of Art during the 
last year, according to the annual 
report of Florence N. Levy, the direc- 
tor, was the passage at the November 
election of a $1,000,000 loan for the 


purchase of land and the erection of 
‘a new building for the museum. T*e
